were found to'be hopelessly sunk in debt, 
and roving commissions were appointed to 
examine promptly each case and the circum- 
stances for each loan. Where necessary and 
desirable, the commissions reduced the debt 
to such proportions as one on which the farm 
could reasonably be expected to pay interest, 
in view of the prices obtainable for the pro- 
duce, .

PLAY CENTRES, 


By Our Sprtciuat REPRESENTATIVE. 


HE terms “Iveagh Buildings’’ of 
a ‘‘Tveagh Flats” are familiar to every 

person who has lived for any length of 
time in Dublin. Yet, only very few people 
have any real idea of the great benevolent 
work which the fveagh Trust is doing for the 
poor of the City of Dublin—and hae been 
doing in some form or other for the last fifty 


years. 

It is not generally known that about 1,000 
children attend nightly at the play centre in 
Bull Alley street, where free lessons are pro- 
vided in dancing, singing, Roslin sone 
mat-weaving, meotlewetk, rawing and paint 
ing, and a free supper of cocoa and buns is 
supplied. for the children before they leave 
for won that in Iveagh House 508 men can 
get bedrooms and hot footbaths for 10d. a 
night or for 5s. 6d. a week; or that between 
the housing schemes at Bull Alley street, 
Kevin street and Crumlin family accommoda- 
tion at almost absurdly low rents is provided 
for some 3, people. 

Such are the achievements to-day of the 
Iveagh Trust, which Sir/E. C. Guinness (later 
1st Earl of Iveagh) first founded in 1890 
with a gift of 250, In 1899 he obtained 
powers to acquire the Bull Alley area and to 
erect buildings on it, at his own expense, for 
the re-housing of the poor of Dublin. In 1905 
his various charitable undertakings were 
amalgamated under the Iveagh Trust Act. 

To-day, according to the annual report, the 
capital of the Trust amounts to £375,785 &s. 
11d., including the £50,000 mentioned above; 
£220,000, the cost of “séis; clearing and 
erecting buildings in the Bull Alley area, and 
£165,925 3s. 4d., the net income from rents, 
investments, etc., 1890-1940. 


FOUR HUNDRED LODGERS 


There are at the moment about 400 men 
lodging in Iveagh House, and yesterday Mr. 
James A. Bonner, secretary to the Trustees 
brought me to see how the lodgers live an 
the accommodation which is provided for 
married couples and families in the flats at 
Kevin street. Passing through the shining, 
tiled corridors of Iveagh House, we came In 
turn to the writing room, where about a 
dozen men were making use of the paper, 

eas and ink that are supplied free by the 

rust; to the games room, where others were 
talking or playing draughts or dominoes; to 
the library, where books are supplied. free; 
to the billiard room, where the excellent 
table is rented at 3d, a hundred; and eventu- 
ailt, to the spacious dining room. 
he menu for ‘lie cay was roast mutton, 
ham and tongue, Irish stew, stewed steak, 
potatoes, cabbage, turnip and rice pudding. 
A two-course meal costs Nan 10d. to 1s. 3d., 
according to the choice of meat, I was told, 
and included in the meal are two vegetables 
and the pudding. Mr. Bonner tells me 
that between 700 and 800 dinners are served 
every day. Men can order special food if 
they wish—like chops, for instance, if they 
are not on the menu—and for this, cooked 
and served, they pay just the butcher's price. 
Off the dining room is a lodger’s kitchen, 
complete with gas cooking appliances and a 
constant supply of boiling water, where those 
men who wish can bring along their own 
food and cook it. 

Wireless is laid on in both the dining and 

billiard rooms 
_ When a man “checks iu’ the only ques- 
tions asked are his name and his last address. 
He is given a cubicle, containing a chair and 
a comfortable bed with spring and hair 
mattresses. If his clothes are wet, they are 
dried for him in twenty minutes in the 
special drying apparatus. For a locker he 
pays 1s. 3d., and when he ieaves and returns 
the key—be it in a day or ten years hence— 
he receives a shilling back. 
In the wash-room are fifty basins, each 
with hot and cold water, and about a dozen 
foot-baths, the use of which is free. A hot 
bath, towel and soap costs only 2d.

.A man can either do his own laundry or 
give it to the attendant, and pay what he 
can afford. If he does his own washing, the 
clothes are dried for him free of charge in 
the special drying chambers. If he has 
mending to do—and many of the men have 
no change of clothes—there are several rooms 
where he has complete privacy to do so. He 
can lock the door, take off his trousers and 
sew on a button, or take off his shirt and 
put a patch on it. There is even a barber's 
shop, which is conducted under cuntract by 
an outside firm. ' 

Even air raid shelter is provided. In 
Iveagh House itself one half of the base- 
ment has been converted into a ‘‘deep shelter.”’ 
Walls and ceilings have been reinforced ; 
windows are protected by anti-blast parti- 
tions. and two surface shelters, erected at 
a cost of some £1,200, provide accommoda:- 
tion for gry uggs d people. 

In Bul Alley area there is also family 
accommodation in flats for about a thoysand 
persons. The Trust's new detached and 
semi-detached houses at Crumlin provide 
homes for a further thousand; and the new 
blocks of flats in Kevin street, whe: com- 
pleted, will house still another thousand, 

When Mr. Bonner brought me to Kevin 
street yesterday workmen were preparing the 

ound for a garden between the four 

locks of buildings. There will be shrubs 

and green lawns eventually to refresh the 
eyes. and paths, where young mothers can 
wheel their prams or sit and rest while the 
children play on summer afternoons. 

In oné of these buildings I met a Mrs. 
Whelan, who proudly showed me her five- 
room flat, for which she pays 16s. a week. 
It is one of the more expensive flats. In 
it she has two bedrooms with built-in ward- 
robes, bathroom and w.c., kitchenette with 
gas cooker, H®t water boiler and cylinder, 
and a living room with a balcony which 
overlooks the coming garden. In the hall is 
a polished wood cabinet for coal and wood. 

he residents do not even have to carry 
down their refuse bins in these new flats. 
On each landing is a *‘ chute,” through which 
all refuse falls to the ground level, where it 
is collected and taken away by the bin-men. 


AIR RAID SHELTERS 


The air raid shelters here are the best that 
I have seen in Dublin. They are ‘deep 
shelters’ in the full sense—protected over- 
head by a ten-feet layer of reinforced 
concrete, and the roof of the various 
chambers is supported by massive pillars. 

Residents in flats which do not contain 

rivate bathrooms have free use of the 
iveagh Baths, whether they wish to swim 
in the pond or take a hot plunge. 

No convenience seems to have been over- 
looked, Pram sheds can be rented at ód. 
and 4d, a week, according to size, and a time- 
switch on each landing provides any resident 
with age CM light to show him his way up 
or down the stairs. 

The annual report states that during the 

year the Trustees had continued the ar- 
rangement, made in 1916, whereby residents 
at Kevin street can obtain coal in small 
uantitics at virtually cost price. In the 
ining room- at Iveagh Fouse the cost of 
meals remains at the same modest figures 
that were established in 1930. 

Mr. Bonner tells me that no institution 
in these islands provides better accommoda- 
tion and services than the Iveagh Trust, 
and his statement hardly can be any 
exaggeration. No appeals are made to the 
public. All this nobly charitable work is 
maintained privately by the funds of that 
Trust which was created by the first Lord 
Iveagh fifty years next month. 

Needless to say, it rarely has any vacant 
flats, though Jast year the average number 
of lodgers at Iveagh House every night was 
only 128 Jess than the number for which 
accommodation is available.

N the Northern Parliament to-day, Mr. J. 
Beattie (Labour) urged the Government 
to appoint an estimate committee to 

investigate all expenditure. He criticised the 
growing expenditure of the Ministry of Public 
Security, which, he said, was building itself 
up almost on an equality with the Department 
in Great Britain. 

The Minister of Finance (Mr. J. Milne

Mr. T. Henderson (Independent Unioriist) 
said that Belfast men did not get justice from 
their employers when they returned back 
from the last war. As a Parliament, they 
had no power to see that justice would 
done after this war. He asked if they could 
“pass a bill similar to the British Act. 

The ‘Speaker—Constitutionally, under the 
1920 Act, we have no power in such a matter. 

Mr. Rowley (Unionist) said that during the 
last war workers were promised a home fit 
for heroes to live in. 

Mr. J. Brown (Farmers and Industries) 
asked why should civilians be asked to join 
the Army when the Minister of Public 
Security would not permit police to join the 
British forces. 

The Minister of Labour (Mr. John F. 
Gordon), on behalf of the Government, 
accepted the suggestion for new legislation.

passing them on. Not tolerating the scare- 
monger, you will be doing something very 
important for keeping your own nerve and 
that of other people steady. “ Stand firm, 
carry on, beat the invader.’

BRITISH REPORT 


Assocutep Press TELEGRAM.

A British Air Ministry communiqué to-

Numerous explosions and fires were observed 
in the dock and industrial areas of the cities.

BOMBING OF BREMEN | 

On Monday night, says the Press Associa- 
tion, the weather was as clear as during 
Bremen’s previous raid, visibility was re- 
markably good, and there was only a little 
ground haze, which gave the British pilots 
no trouble. Within one minute of the ex- 
plosion of some of the first bombs on the 
docks fires sprang up, and after a quarter of 
an hour the sky was red overthecity. Heavy 
high explosive bombs wet off in the ship- 
ards and along th; quayside. Warehouses 
y the edge of th: docks were blazing, and 
a direct hit on a .arge factory set the whole 
building alight. One large factory burned 
with blinding white flames, and all around 
another fire there were contiguous explo- 
sions. 

Towards half-past four in the morning 
the ground mist began to get thicker, and 
the pilot of one of the last aircraft over 
was having some difficulty in pin-pointing 
his exact position when a sudden clearing 
revealed his target. Another stick of bombs 
was at once dropped on it. Ten minutes 
later a fierce explosion came from the direc- 
tion of the works. 

On the way back from Bremen one of the 
British aircraft came down to fifty feet to 
attack searchlight and gun pits near Olden- 
burg. One of the searchlights went out with 
a sudden flash, and crews of the guns were 
seen running in all directions. 

The defences of Bremen were very active,

Needless to say, Í am not quoting this inci- 
dent in an effort to show that London is a 
city. of heroes; there are as many cowards 
here as in most other places. What it does 
show, I think, is that bombing has not broken 
London's nerve, but has rather tempered it, 
and that the oft-quoted remark about ‘‘ bomb- 
ing stiffening civilian morale ' happens to be 
true.

There was, it is true, the faint begin- 
ning of an anti-Jewish movement last year, 
and there was an equally foolish anti-alien 
scare. But the first has died away without 
leaving any visible trace, and the second was 
a momentary panic which is not likely to 
recur. 


Absence. of terror, absence of hatred— i 


these are negative virtues, though consider- 
able ones. What does London really feel? 
Ít is impossible to say, for she is an in- 
articulate city; but if she has a voice at 
all it is the voice of Churchill. No descrip- 
tion of war-time London is complete without 


some account of the extraordinary effect 


produced by the Churchill broadcasts and the 
eagerness with which they are heard. Let 
me quote one of the American commentators 
(Larry Lesueur) for a picture of what 
happens. ‘“‘ Even the taxi-drivers,” he says, 


‘were missing from the ‘streets when the 
Prime Minister spoke, and there were no 


passengers in the ‘buses. Diners in the 


restaurants could get no service, and there 
was no use complaining to the manager 
either—for he, too, had his ear glued to the 
radio.” If one can judge from the reception 
he gets, Churchill is nearer than any other 


man to expressing what London and England 
feels, with J. B. Priestley a good second. 


** WHAT A WINTER !”’ 


“We have broken the back of the winter.” 


Yes, and what a winter! You should not 


think of London as a capital in ruins, with 


citizens half-crazy from fear and nervous 


strain. But equally I would not like to leave 


the impression that everything is fine—that 
all who go out ip the “blitz” come home 


again; that nobody has failed to make last- 


minute escapes from burning buildings, or 
that there are not plenty of corpses lying 


under the ruins of the bombed houses. 


Terrible things have happened here during 
the last five months, and those of us who 


live to see the end of them will not easily 
clear the memory from our minds, 

And although the spring has come again, 
it brings only the prospect of more sacrifice 
and more endurance, perhaps on a bigger 
scale than ever before. Any time now the 
new test may come, and London is steeling 
herself to meet it. There are no illusions; 
I do not think that there is any wavering.

The remaining liabili- 
ties will be met from existing dollar 
resources. The British Government has not 
funds adequate to meet additional commit- 
ments, but none is proposed. 
The $7,000,000,000 British aid appropria- 
tion will be used to pay for orders placed 
by Britain before the Lease and Lend Bill. 
On January list British holdings included 
$616,000,000 of marketable securities, and

NOTHER stroke that the Americans

fection is the chip from off the green,

The principal objection the golfer has to 
practicing shots in his spare time is that it 
entails a considerable amount of drudgery.

When, as is the general 
rule, ofe has to play practice shots from 
the rough, it is all the more boring; for 
at no club is one permitted to practice with 
iron clubs on the fairways.

“For the chip I donot hold the club tightly, 
for if is more of a-s®ing, a flowing shot.. and 
you must make sure fó Iet the clubhead do it. 
There is no seinblance of hit to speak of. It is 
an invaluable stroke, if you have the courage to 
play if. Wateh Mrs. Fletcher at the chip and 
you will learn something about the way the 


clubhead should be worked. 


Delicate Stroke 


“Many players play the ball off the right 
foot for this delicate little stroke; but I 
find that it is best to have the weight more 
on the left foot. There should be no move- 
ment of the feet whatever for the chip of 
20-0 vards—only the knees and hips move; 
but for the longer shots I would permit a 
élight pivoting. 

“Conditions often vary, and the length of 
swing that would suffice on turf in the 
summer months would have to be lengthened 
when the ground is heavy, so as to get the 
necessary run. For the running chip I have 
had a No. 4 cut down. I close the face

of the club well over; but any straight- 
faced club will suffice—even the putter. 

fo get the run with the chip the weight 
again is on the left: foot; but a little more so, 
with the hands slightly in front of the ball. The 
length of the backward swing, as indicated, 
depends on the nature of the ground in front; 
but as I play the stroke my clubhead does not 
go higher than the right knee. It will not be 
easy to calculate the distance at first: but a 
little practice will soon overcome that difficulty. 

With every club you guide with the left 
hand, and do the hitting with the right, against 
the resistance of the left, but for the running 
chip hit with the first finger and thumb, and 
the club flows on after impact. Never stop the 
clubhead after the ball has been hit. Do not in 
any circumstances roll the right hand over; 
there should be but very little turn over of that 
hand. lí you roll it a socket or a pull may be 
the result, more especially a socket.”

I watched for five evenings running Bobby 
Jones demonstrating that method on the screen, 
and for a time it worked wonders; but one 
quickly gets back to bad habits, however hard 
one endeavours not to do so.

Facing the Facts About Petrol 


HEN the petrol shortage first became 
W acute several motorists, whose loyalty 

to the rest of the community was not 
a matter of politics or pensions, laid their 
cars aside so that the maximum amount of 
fuel should be available for those who really 
needed it. Others who felt that they could 
not carry on their affairs without the use of 
a car continued to motor, but confined their 
journeys to those that were really necessary. 
What about the rest of the car-using com- 
‘munity? I omit to write motoring community, 
for there is a difference between a motorist 
and a mere Car-user. 

What about the people who place their own 
comfort and convenience before the interests 
of the community as a whole? Dublin teems 
with them, and some of them are the loudest 
voiced of ‘‘patriots.’’ I am referring to those 
who are using petrol unnecessarily, and, in 
some cases, extravagantly. 

But let me be fair. Those who were misled 
into registering their cars for the first quarter 
of the year could scarcely be blamed if they 
endeavoured to obtain a certain amount of 
value, in the shape of miles motored, for their 
registration fee, but since the Government 
offered to make a return of part of that fee. 
there is no longer an excuse for the argu- 
ment: ‘‘ I paid my registration fee, and if I 
can get any petrol I’ll use it as I jolly well 
please.”

I Lemass, in his facing-the-facts speech 

recently, spoke of the possibility of no 
petrol at all being available during protracted 
periods in the future; he advised people who 
oe agen transport for their businesses to con- 
sider the use of alternative fuels, or the re- 
organisation of their operations to make them 
independent of motor fuel. 

Are we to take Mr. Lemass and Mr. de 
Valera seriously, or are we to carry on as 
blithely as if the war were taking place on 
another planet? I am all for the serious 
approach. If I had the power to do it, 
every commodity that was necessary to 
the life of the community, .and which was 
in danger of becoming scarce would have been 
rationed months ago. I took the petrol 
situation so áil? that, [ abandoned all 
thought, of motoring till the war ended. What, 
I thought or drd does not, matter two straws, 
but I am taking myself as typical of many 
thousands of motorists. How can we continue 
to be serious about the petrol shortage when 
we see how light-heartedly it seems to be 
taken by Ministers of State and others in high 
places? 

I am told that Mr. de Valera has been 
seen walking to church on Sunday mornings ; 
but what about his colleagues and his 
colleagues’ wives? Is it a fact that the State’s 
cars and the State’s petrol are used to take 
these wives shopping’? Are they too precious 
to travel in buses? The greatest grievance of

BRITISH MILK SUPPLIES 
REDUCED

From the middle of April British dairymen 
are to be asked to reduce their domestic sales 
of milk by approximately one-seventh, but 
mothers, children and hospitals will continue 
to get normal supplies. 

Lord Woolton, Minister of Food, announced 
this in the House of Lords yesterday. He 
said they must expect difficulty in maintain- 
ing milk production at the present level. The 
shortage of imported feeding-stuff was likely 
to become more acute. By maintaining an 
unrestricted supply to nursing mothers and 
young children he anticipated — that they 
would give first priority in taking care of 
5,500,000 people. Milk saved from domestic 
consumption would be used to increase in the 
summer the production of cheese and con- 
densed milk, which would be required next 
winter. Catering establishments would be 
included in the reduction—bakers and flour 
confectioners would be asked to dispense with 
the use of milk—and the ban on the use of 


fresh cream and manufacture of synthetic 


cream and ice cream would be contipued.

SEA FISHERIES CASE 


JUDGMENT RESERVED 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE GAVAN DUFFY.)

Judgment was reserved in the action of 
the lrish Sea Fisheries Association, Ltd., 
against Owen Lynch, 11 Well lane, Arklow, 
to recover possession of a motor fishing boat 
and equipment stated to Le held by him 
under hire purchase agreements. 

Mr. Costello, K.C. and Mr. Carroll O’ Daly 
(instructed by Messrs. Thomas Montgomery 
and Son) appeared for the Association; and 
Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Sean MacBride 
(instructed by Mr. Patrick McDowell) for 
Mr. Lynch. 

Mr. Lynch, in evidence, said that he had 
forty years’ experience as a seaman and 
fisherman. He did not read ‘he agreements 
when he signed them, nor were they read 
over to him. He also stated that he had 
applied for herring nets of a certain speci- 
fication to the Association, and when these 
were not available he took others under 
protest, as he had no other alternative. 

He had not at any time received from the 
Association any complaint regarding his 
competence, and the first intimation he got 
that the boat was to be taken from him 
was a letter asking him to call to the office. 
Mr. Rush, the chairman of the Association, 
at that interview told him that he was a 
failure at the fishing and that he was going 
to take back the boat. Some days later he 
received a letter from the Association stating 
that if he paid £150 he could retain the boat 
for a further period of three months. 
Answering Mr. Costello, he said that when 
he signed the agreemen. h» knew that it had 
reference to the fishin. boat. He took over 
the boat on ‘‘pay as he earned” ‘terms— 
“small money, small pay; big money, big 
pay.’ He did not agree that the boat was 
the best in the Association’s fleet. It was 
a good bhoat—one of’ the second best.
